The Illinois Gaming Board (“Board”) convened for a Regular Meeting - Casino and Video - on Thursday, 
August 8, 2019 at approximately 9:00 A.M. in the Conference Room of the Gaming Board office on the 5th 
Floor of the Michael Bilandic Building Center, Chicago, IL pursuant to the Illinois Open Meetings Act, 5 
ILCS 120/1 etseq. 

A roll call was taken. The following Board members were physically present: Chairman Charles Schmadeke, 
Member Steve Dolins, Member Ruben Ramirez and Member Dionne Hayden. Four members of the Board 
being physically present, a quorum was satisfied. 

The new Board Chairman, Charles Schmadeke, began the meeting by thanking Governor Pritzker for the 
honor and privilege of the appointment to the Illinois Gaming Board and thanked the Governor’s staff for their 
assistance in the appointment process. The Chairman also thanked Administrator Marcus Fruchter for his 
assistance in the orientation process and noted that he looks forward to with working with him, IGB staff and 
fellow Board members in accomplishing the important mission that the Governor and the General Assembly 
bestowed upon them. The Chairman noted that the Board is facing many important challenges in the months 
ahead including the implementation of gaming expansion in the State of Illinois. The Chairman further noted 
as the Board undertakes these challenges, the goals will be three fold; assisting economic development, 
promoting Illinois tourism and increasing State and local government revenues. He also stated these goals 
will only be achieved if the public has confidence and trust in the credibility and integrity of gaming 
operations in this State and maintaining that confidence and trust will be at the heart of his tenure on this 
Board. 

At approximately 9:04 A.M., Member Dolins moved that the Board go into closed session pursuant to Section 
2(c), paragraphs (1), (11), (14), and (21) of the Open Meetings Act and Section 6(d) of the Riverboat 
Gambling Act to discuss items on the closed session agenda relating to specific personnel, the closed session 
minutes, investigations, and pending litigation. Member Ramirez seconded the motion. The Board approved 
the motion unanimously by voice vote. Thereafter, the Board moved from the Conference Room on the 5th 
Floor of the Michael Bilandic Building to the Conference Room on the 3rd Floor of the building for a closed 
session meeting; the minutes of which are separately recorded. 

At approximately 10:10 A.M., the Board returned to the Conference Room on the 5th Floor of the Michael 
Bilandic Building Center, in Chicago, Illinois to reconvene its Regular Meeting - Casino and Video Gaming - 
of Thursday August 1, 2019 pursuant to the Illinois Open Meetings Act, 5 ILCS 120/1 et seq. 

The following Board members were physically present: Chairman Charles Schmadeke, Member Steve Dolins, 
Member Ruben Ramirez and Member Dionne Hayden. Four members of the Board being physically present, 
a quorum was satisfied. 
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Member Ramirez moved that the Board approve the open session minutes from its Regular Meeting of 
Thursday, June 13, 2019. Member Hayden seconded the motion. The motion passed unanimously via 
voice vote. 


CHAIRMAN COMMENTS 

For the benefit of those who were not present earlier, the Chairman reiterated the comments he made at 
the outset of the open session. 

ADMINISTRATOR REPORT 

Administrator Fruchter thanked the Chairman for his kind words and noted that he echoes his sentiments 
regarding the importance of the Board’s mission. With regard to a new Chicago casino, Administrator 
Fruchter noted that the retention of a consultant to complete the City of Chicago feasibility study that was 
required by the Illinois Gambling Act was procured in accordance with the law and that the study is 
expected to be delivered to the Il linois Gaming Board on August 12, 2019. He further noted that the 
study will be delivered to stakeholders and released to the public in compliance with the statute. With 
respect to gaming expansion rules, the Administrator noted that the Board’s agenda includes requests that 
the Board delegate authority to the Administrator to promulgate emergency rules to implement provisions 
of the Illinois Gambling Act, Video Gaming Act and the Sports Wagering Act. He noted that these 
emergency rules are necessary and appropriate to effectuate the swift and efficient implementation of the 
gaming expansion bill. The Administrator further stated that at today’s meeting and at the meetings 
ahead, he expects that concurrent with the promulgation of emergency rules by the Administrator, staff 
with be asking the Board to propose for publication with the Secretary of State, permanent rules that will 
track and be coordinated with the emergency rules that are adopted. Lastly, the Administrator noted that 
there are now 31, 949 VGTs currently in operation at 6,991 locations in the State of Illinois.
